IN MOLTEN Mc TAL 


Some Twenty Men Still Re- 
ported Missing in Fitisburg 


Pitiful Is the Condition of Victims 
of Furnace Accident, Who Are 
Now in Pittsburg Hospitals 
Youth Jumped Into 
the Metal. 


Pittsburg, January 1(0.—Partial investi- 
gation to ascertain the number of fatali- 
ties that occurred at the Eliza furnaces 
of the Jones & ‘Laughlin Steel Company 
last night when an accumulation of gas 
exploded, bursting the base of the large 
furnaces and showering tons of molten 
metal over about forty men, was com- 
pleted tonight, and shows that the bodies 
of twelve men mutilated have been re- 
covered; from fifteen to twenty men are 
missing. it being generally believed their 
bodies were consumed by the hot metal, 
and ten mén are in hospitals terribly in- 
jured, four of whom are expected to die 
momentarily. It is doubtful whether the 
number of men killed will ever be known, 
From present indications over fifteen men 
were caught like rats in a trap by the 
metal which floweq over their bodies to 
a depth of six feet. No trace of them. 
it is sald will ever be found. 

Of the dead bodies now in the morgue 
several are minus arms and legs, and 
others are burned beyond recognition. The 
condition of the injured is pitiful. A num- 
her nave their eyes burned out ang others 
injured that amputation 
of arms and limbs were necessary. 

A gruesome story is told tonight vy 
Deputy Coroner Laidley, who says one 
foreigner, apparently a youth, became 
crazed by his injuries and leaped into a 
pot of molten metal ane was incinerated. 

Late this afternoon a large force of 
workmen searching for bodies of the 
missing men, found the lee of a man em- 
bedded fn a portion of the metal which 
they were breaking up. 

Tonight several timekeepers of the steel 
company were endeavoring to prepare a 
list of the names of the probable victims. 
It is expected that it will take some time 
to do this. A mail carrier, whose route 
embrates the homes of many of the vic- 
tims, said tonight that seventeen who 
were employed at the Fliza furnaces are 
missing from their homes, 

Coroner Armstrong announced today 
that he woulg conduct a rigid investiga- 
tion into the incident, and if he ‘found 
that carelessness was responsible, prose- 
cutions would immediately follow.

the university and the president of the 
Girls’ Norma] and Industrial school, to 
prepare a curriculum in harmony with 
the provisions of the resolution adopted, 


ithe curriculum agreed upon By this com- 


mittee ‘to be presented to the board of 
trustees of the university at its next 
meeting. This curriculum, when adopter 
bv ‘the board of trustees of fhe univer- 
sity, will be recommended to the trus- 
tees of the district agricultural schools. 
Governor Terrell’s motion prevailed, and 
the committee of seven will consist of 
Governor Terrell and Hon. Dudley M. 
EFughes, of the general board of trus- 
tees of the university; Hon. A. J. Mc- 
Mullan, of Hart county; Hon. L. G. Hard- 
man, of the agricultural college board; 
the dean of the agricultural college, when 
selected: Professor J. S* Stewart, profes- 
sor of secondary education at the Uu/éll- 
versity, and President M. M. Parks, of 
the Girls’ Normal and Industrial school 
at Milledgeville.

wreck on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, near Terra Cotta, in whcih thirty- 

five people were killed and many others injured, has ordered held for the 

grand jury’s action operators, engineers and conductors who were involved in 

this horrible disaster 

Undoubtedly in the case of this wreck there was an exhibition of crim- 
inal carelessness somewhere, and if it can be properly placed, the due pun- 
ishment of the law should be meted out. Perhaps a few judicious and 
just convictions would prove salutary in inducing a greater amount of cau- 
tion in operations where so many lives are involved. 

it may be in this case that the fault lies chiefly with the operatives— 
those in direct charge of the Operation of the trains which were involved 
in this disastrous wreck. We do not seek to. put the blame elsewhere than 
where it properly belongs. 

But it is a fact, nevertheless, that the responsibility for wrecks cannot 
always rest here. It must often go higher up. 

Operatives are often the victims of conditions over which they have no 
control; and, again, railroads have been known to employ incompetent men, 
sometimes mere boys, in responsible positions. Then, conditions of equip- 
ment, track and unmaintained schedules have been known to be prime fac- 
tors in case of railroad ‘disasters 

Loss of life through failure to provide the proper facilities and safeguards, 
dividends On watered securities, has not been in- 
frequent, and might, at times, with the proper effort, be legally traced.
